Petrograd, MajP 12— The anxiety 
of the plain people of Russia to In­ 
stantly bridge the chasm between the 
autocracy th%t was and the democra­ 
cy to be without careful’y testing out 
the bridge thai menaces Russia today 
and the peasants are taking the m at­ 
ter into their own hands. 
Pleas are being made by the duimt 
leaders to the peasants asking them 
to w alt for the complete organiza­ 
tion which is apparently falling on 
deaf ears. 
Word here indicates that nearly 
150,OOO.OOO acres of land have been 
seized by the peasants throughout 
Russia, the explanation being made 
that the peasants could not walt for 
the breaking up of vast estates under 
pledges that the distribution would 
come soon after the constitutional 
assembly met and mapped out Rus­ 
sia's future. 
The movement for the confiscation 
and distribution of land by the pop­ 
ular ass- rnbly was so general that 
tile German agents have stirred up 
great dissatisfaction among the sold­ 
iers at the- front by insinuating that 
unless the soldi* rs desert and 
go 
home to participate in the confisca­ 
tion that they would ieee their share, 
and hundreds of Germans are work­ 
ing in Petrograd alone.

Chicago, May 12.—Trading In May 
wheat wa* ordered discontinued at a 
meeting of the board of directors of 
the rhieago board of trade. 
The directors also decided that, ex­ 
isting contracts 
must be 
adjusted 
either by delivery of the property or 
at a selling price to be fixed by a com­ 
mittee appointed for the purpose. 
This committee is headed by James 
A. Patten. 
About the board of trade offices it 
was current that action by the federal 
authorities in the past few days had 
hastened the action of the board of di­ 
rectors. 
“The 
board 
of 
directors 
was 
prompted in reaching conclusions by 
what it deemed to be a patriotic duty 
to the country in this hour of national 
stress,” Joseph I*. Griffin, president of 
the hoard of trade. said. 
“True, this action is without proce 
dent in the history of the exchange, a1 
though other exchanges in this coun­ 
try have taken similar action. 


Speculators A re Not Blamed. 
"I should like to emphasize that 
speculation has nothing whatever to 
do with the action of the directors In 
deciding to abandon trading in May 
wheat, 
nor is 
speculation in 
any 
sense responsible for the high prices 
prevailing for May wheat or the cash 
article. 
“Generally speaking, the speculator 
is not interested In May wheat, his 
operations being confined to the fit 
tor*. 
"The recent hysteria over the food 
situation Juts caused a stampede of 
consumers 
In every 
direction 
and 
while It Is regrettable it Is neverthe 
less a fact that even the leading gov­ 
ernments of Europe seem to have be 
come fearful as to their future re 
quiretnents. 
“The largest buyers of wheat for 
present anti future delivery at this 
time in tills market are the govern 
ments of Europe, not speeulators.” 
Traders said there Is no way of 
estimating the effect of the order on 
trade » xistlng. 


Soldiers Also 
Farm in France

With the French Armies, April IO 
(Tty M a il)—The service of agricul­ 
ture ii now 
one 
of 
tho 
regular 
branches of the French army. 
It is just us much an integral part 
of the French military machine as a 
whole as is the infantry, the cavalry, 
the artillery, the engineers or the 
aviation. 
Military agriculture is one of the 
latest developments of modern war­ 
fare along with such things as gas 
nianks, the rehearsing of battles'be­ 
fore they are fought and aerial tor­ 
pedoes. 
While 
the 
present 
great 
European conflict has demonstrated 
that war must ever be destructive, 
and possibly more destructive than 
ever before, yet the constructive, con­ 
servative basis on which the French 
seek to conduct it has developed num­ 
erous possibilities for lessening and 
repairing the destructiveness. 
In a general way the object of this 
service of agriculture is to keep the 
farming in the entire war zone and 
especially in the immediate vicinity 
of the front lines up to its normal 
and maximum productiveness. 
It is 
now as much the duty of every soldier 
in the French army to help In these 
agricultural*labors, as it Is to fight. 
while the army as a whole contrib­ 
utes not only the farm laborer but 
also the horses and even part of the 
implements necessary. 
The agricultural work to be done In 
the war zone divides itself into thjee 
general classes. 
First of all the ex­ 
tending of enough help to the farm­ 
ers still living in the zone to enable 
them to plant and harvest their crops 
Secondly, nearer the front where the 
civil population has been obliged to 
flee entirely and where the farms are 
completely abandoned, the army must 
take over all this ground and culti­ 
vate It itself in precisely the same 
manner as though the farmers them­ 
selves were still there. 
Thirdly, aa 
fast as French soil is won back from 
the Germans the agricultural service 
must undertake the restoring of this 
ground to a state of fertJliy and the

In the meantime the perfect of each 
department in the war zone is re­ 
quired to make out a list of all agri­ 
cultural work that needs to be done, 
together with the degree of urgency j 
and place it at the disposition of th e ' 
military officer in charge of each sec­ 
tor.

leave that sector without the work 
being further advanced than when it 
came in.

either from the cavalry, the artillery 
or the supply trains whenever horse* 
are needed.
